Officers appeal discipline decisions

‘Two Agawam police officers, one demoted 
and one dismissed, are appealing to a higher 
court to have decisions overturned. 

Officer Anthony Grasso and former Officer 
John Moccio have both filed lawsuits in Hamp- 
den Superior Court. The lawsuits were filed by 
Springfield attorney John Connor, who has 
represented the two and Officer Edward Con- 
nor after they were fired last summer by May- 


or Richard Cohen for excessive use of force. 

After an appeal to the state Civil Service 
Commission, Connor was reinstated to his 
position. Grasso was also reinstated, but was 
demoted from sergeant to patrol officer. Moc- 
cio remained terminated, and the decision to 
terminate was upheld by the state board in a 
decision rendered in September. 

Attorney Connor said he believes the Civil 
Service Commission erred in its ruling of law. 
He said both Grasso demotion and Moccio's 
dismissal are based on the incorrect conclu- 


sion that Moccio used excessive force. 

“The force used was in line with the pro- 
cedures and protocols of the Agawam Police 
Department” said Connor this week. “The de- 
motion of Grasso is for failure to properly su- 
pervise Moccio when he used excessive force. 
Officer Moccio did not engage in excessive 
force and I believe the court will see the facts 
and overturn the decision”

Third 
try for 
solar 
zoning

After failing twice in the 
past year to incorporate solar 
farms into Agawam's zoning 
code, the mayor and propo- 
nents on the City Council plan 
to try again next week. 

“The town continues to re- 
ceive regular inquiries from 
solar project developers from 
around the country” Mayor 
Richard Cohen noted in a let- 
ter to councilors last month. 
“The potential sites are all 
over Agawam. Neighborhoods 
across town remain exposed to 
the possibility of very large so- 
lar projects getting developed 
in their back yards” 

Richard Theroux, who has 
been one of the council's most 
vocal advocates for a solar or- 
dinance, said he is motivated 
to support an ordinance by the 
example of the Kosak Court 
neighborhood, which hired its 
own lawyer earlier this year to 
oppose a proposed 20-acre so- 
lar farm on agricultural land 
across the street from houses. 

“Residents had to get their 
own attorney and pay for it to 
fight the fight the town should 
have been fighting” Theroux 
said. “That's just not right” 

The council failed to pass 
two previous attempts at a 
solar ordinance this year, in 
votes on May 15 and Oct. 2. 
Without a solar ordinance, the

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Mixed reaction to Feeding Hills Ctr. plans at public hearing

Will adding more lanes in Feeding Hills 
Center ease congestion or create more? 

State and town engineers presented 
their vision for the busy crossroads at a 
public hearing last week, giving just over 
a dozen attendees a look at the roadwork 
projected to begin in spring 2019. 

A widening of Springfield and Southwick 
streets, approaching the intersection, will al- 
low for three lanes — one each for left turns, 
right turns and through traffic. Traffic from 
North Westfield Street will have two lanes, 
one of which will be for left turns only. From 
South Westfield Street — including Route 
57 traffic from the expressway — there will 
be two left-turn lanes, and one lane for both 
through and right-turning traffic. 

Southwick Street resident Rose Kiefer was 
one of the few people at the Oct. 25 meeting 
who was not a town or state official. She said 
she believes new lanes are not necessary. 

“Has any study been done on just chang- 
ing the light sequence?” she asked. “I, per- 
sonally, think there's going to be more acci- 
dents” with more lanes. 

Van Kacoyannakis, a senior transpor- 
tation specialist with the engineering firm 
Milone and MacBroom, said he had stud- 
ied the light phasing, including Kiefer's 
suggested solution of giving Southwick 
and Springfield streets their own individ- 
ual phases, rather than having them share 
a green light. He said given the amount of 
traffic that passes through the intersection 
— and the amount projected for Feeding 
Hills Center in the future — anything short 
of additional lanes would create unaccept- 
able delays for commuters. 

Road work will extend 425 feet from the 
intersection along North Westfield Street, 
1,000 feet along South Westfield Street, 600 
feet west along Southwick Street, and along 
Springfield Street as far as the traffic light at 
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the Agawam Junior High School driveway. 

‘The widening of roads approaching the 
intersection will require land takings, said 
Town Engineer Michelle Chase. Owners of 
affected properties are being notified this 
month, and will have the opportunity to 
donate land to the project, or to dispute 
the town's proposed payment. She said this 
project, unlike the planned reconstruction 
of the Morgan-Sullivan Bridge and nearby 
roads, will not result in a reduction in off- 
street parking spaces. 

“We don't expect these takings to be as 
impactful as the bridge project.” said Chase. 

Nonetheless, City Councilor Anthony 
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the adjacent Granger School. 


Suffriti said he worried about the wider 
streets and land takings making it more 
difficult for customers to get into and out 
of parking lots, particularly on Southwick 
Street, where a left turn out of the Suno- 
co station or the adjacent shopping plaza 
would require crossing three lanes of east- 
bound traffic and joining the westbound 
road just as drivers are merging from two 
lanes to one. Douglas Reed, a candidate for 
city council, made a similar point about 
North Westfield Street where the Pride gas 
station driveway sits directly opposite a 
shopping plaza exit. 

“You're playing ‘Frogger’ just to get 
across there, sometimes,’ he said. 

Suffriti said he agreed that the project 
is necessary, but also expressed concern 
about the timing. The expected start date, 
spring 2019, is within the three-year con- 
struction schedule for the Morgan-Sullivan 
Bridge project. During that time, Agawam 
residents are going to be looking for alter- 
nate ways to cross the Westfield River, pos- 
sibly resulting in an increase of traffic on 
Route 187 to Westfield, which in turn could 
mean more traffic in Feeding Hills Center. 

“Both projects are needed, badly, but 
you can see, when you put them together... 
it'll be like the Big E every day” Suffriti said. 

“We do have a traffic management plan,” 
responded Bao Lang, the Massachusetts 
Department of Transportation district traf- 
fic engineer for the area. “We are aware of 
the impacts it will create” 

Lang estimated that the project will 
take at least one construction season to 
complete, ending in October 2019 at the 
earliest. If there are any delays, including 
delays in coordination with utility com-

panies that need to move poles, it could 
stretch into the 2020 construction season. 

‘The project has already been delayed a 
year, after state engineers decided to incor- 
porate a redesign of the traffic pattern at 
Granger School. Currently, morning dropoff 
and afternoon pickup traffic at Granger 
backs up onto Springfield Street; the new 
intersection plan includes new lanes and in- 
creased parking areas on the Granger cam- 
pus without changing the traditional traffic 
flow. Cars will still enter the school prop- 
erty from Springfield and South Westfield 
streets, with younger students separated 
from older students, and line up along the 
building. Both parking areas will exit to the 
junior high school driveway, and from there 
to Springfield Street at the traffic light. 

Bike lanes will be installed, approach- 
ing the intersection, on both sides of North 
Westfield and South Westfield streets, and 
westbound on Southwick Street and east- 
bound on Springfield Street. Bicyclists ap- 
proaching the intersection on Southwick 
and Springfield streets will be asked to 
share car lanes. Bike racks will be installed 
near the PVTA bus stops in front of Grang- 
er School and across the street from the ju- 
nior high school driveway. 

City Councilor Richard Theroux said the 
reconstruction of Feeding Hills Center is long 
overdue, given the amount of traffic the in- 
tersection sees during rush hours. He blamed 
the congestion on the state's decision to build 
the Route 57 expressway only as far as South 
Westfield Street, rather than continuing it to 
the Southwick line as originally planned. 

“Feeding Hills Center's been waiting for 
this for a long time,’ Theroux said. “We've 
been waiting for Route 57 for 30 years”

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decision set aside or modified, and re- 
scind all discipline issued to the officers. 
It also seeks the effective date to be the 
date the discipline was issued, entitling 
the officers to all lost wages and associ- 
ated costs. 

While officers Connor and Grasso 
were both reinstated and slated to re- 
turn to work earlier this year, they were 
placed on administrative leave pending 
an FBI investigation into the incident. 
Neither Attorney Connor nor the town 
could offer any update on that investi- 
gation this week. 

“I have not seen anything on the 
investigation or know what is taking 
place,” said Attorney Connor. “But the 
officers are still on leave and have not 
returned to work” 

The controversy stems from an in- 
cident June 19, 2016, when the officers 
arrested Connecticut resident David 
Desjardins on a drunk-and-disorderly 
conduct charge. Police say he was high- 
ly intoxicated at Six Flags New England 
and had to be removed by force. 

He continued to be combative to- 
ward police while being booked at the 
police station, officers said. Video taken 
at Agawam Police Headquarters, and re- 
leased to the public through several me- 
dia outlets, shows Moccio striking the 
Desjardins with a baton multiple times 
inside a holding cell. 

Following the incident and meetings 
with the officers as well as a third-party 
investigation, Cohen decided to termi- 
nate all three officers in October 2016. 

Both Cohen and City Solicitor Pat- 
rick Toney did not respond to a request 
for comment on the lawsuit. They have 
not commented during any part of the 
process, because it involves personnel 
and litigation. 

As of press time, Desjardins has 
not filed any lawsuits against the town 
stemming from the alleged excessive 
force. 

Attorney Connor said information is 
being exchanged by the parties and no 
court dates have been set.

Voters in Agawam face con- 
tested races for mayor, City 
Council and School Committee, 
as well as a referendum ques- 
tion, on town ballots Tuesday.

All reg- 
istered voters in Agawam and 
Feeding Hills can participate in 
the election. 

At the top of the ballot is a 
one-on-one race for mayor be- 
tween City Council President 
James Cichetti and former 
School Superintendent Wil- 
liam Sapelli.

vote for 11 candidates or any 
number fewer than 11. 

The School Committee has 
eight candidates for six seats, 
including five incumbents. 
The candidates, in randomly 
chosen ballot order, are Ker- 
ri O'Connor, Shelley Borgat- 
ti-Reed*, Tracy Wilkie, Wendy 
Rua*, Anthony Bonavita*, Al- 
bert “AJ” Christopher, Car- 
mino Mineo* and Brian Bur- 
bank*. Current board member 
Diane Juzba is not running for 
re-election. As with the coun- 
cil, voters can vote for a full 
slate of candidates — six — or 
can choose to vote for any less- 
er number of candidates. 

The mayor, councilors and 
School Committee members all 
serve two-year terms. The terms 
to be elected in November will 
begin on the first working day 
of January 2018 and continue 
through the end of 2019. 

Also on the ballot is a town 
charter amendment referen- 
dum question. The town is 
asking voters to change the ap- 
pointment process when mid- 
term vacancies occur on the 
School Committee, as happened 
in early 2016 when longtime 


school board member Roberta 
Doering died. Under the current 
process, the replacement mem- 
ber is a joint appointment of the 
City Council and the remaining 
members of the School Commit- 
tee. The amendment being vot- 
ed next week would automat- 
ically give the appointment to 
the first runner-up in the most 
recent election, as long as that 
person had attained 30 percent 
of the top vote-getter's total. If 
the first runner-up were unable 
or unwilling to serve, the sec- 
ond runner-up would be asked, 
and so on. If no runners-up are 
qualified and willing to serve, 
the appointment process would 
be handled by the remaining 
School Committee alone. If the 
vacancy occurred within six 
months of the next election, the 
seat would simply stay vacant 
until the election. These rules 
are similar to the mid-term 
vacancy procedure already in 
place for the City Council. 

A “yes” vote would make 
this change, which has already 
been approved by the state 
Legislature. A “no” vote would 
keep the current appointment 
procedure.

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Mayor touts steady progress on blight list

‘There are 46 blighted prop- 
erties in Agawam, a reduction 
from the 72 at the list’s peak a 
year ago, Mayor Richard Cohen 
reported this week. 

He attributed the progress 
to “coordinated and very ag- 
gressive actions” by the town's 
health, inspectional and legal 
departments. 

“Our administration has 
been able to reduce the num- 
ber of properties by 36 percent, 
and we are not finished until 
all necessary properties are no 
longer abandoned, or those in 
need of repair are cleaned” he 
remarked in a prepared state- 
ment. “No resident, no neigh- 
borhood, should have to look 


at a vacant or run-down, dilap- 
idated property, and I will re- 
main committed to eliminating 
blighted or abandoned proper- 
ties. The residents of town de- 
serve nothing less.” 

Cohen highlighted the 
long-awaited demolition, this 
year, of Games and Lanes, a de- 
cades-long eyesore on Walnut 
Street Extension, and the dem- 
olition of abandoned houses at 
30 Royal Lane and 1186 Main St. 

He said 643 Mill St. has 
been brought up to building 
code, and the vacant Twin Silos 
property at South and Suffield 
streets — targeted by city coun- 
cilors earlier this year as the 
“next Games and Lanes” — is 
undergoing renovations to add 
sprinklers and prepare it for oc- 
cupancy.

“There remains work to be 
done; Cohen said. “We are in 
legal proceedings with Caesar's, 
314 Silver St., to get the build- 
ing torn down. We are working 
with the [state] attorney gener- 
al’s office on 54 Lincoln St. and 
have coordinated a targeted list 
of properties to pursue receiv- 
ership on.” 

Agawam established the 
blight list in 2015 after the City 
Council passed an ordinance 
intended to give Town Hall 
“teeth” to demand that prop- 
erty owners — banks who fore- 
closed on previous occupants, 
in many cases — take care of 
eyesore and abandoned prop- 
erties. Initially about 20 prop- 
erties, the list quickly grew to 
several dozen. 

Caesars was one of the

properties on that initial list. 
Other properties that remain 
on the list, two years later, are 
Games and Lanes; the WayFin- 
ders (HAPHousing) property 
on Mill Street; and 119 Cooley 
St., 17 Hall St., 657 Mill St., 20 
Ottawa St., 1 Pine St., 1178 Suff- 
ield St., and 11 Wilson St. 

Cohen said the town’s code 
enforcement, tax collector and 
health departments continue to 
identify new properties to add 
to the blight list. He said placing 
an abandoned property on the 
blight list is only the first step 
in a lengthy legal process before 
demolition or rehabilitation. 

“You can't just go take the 
property down because the 
neighbor wants it down,’ Co- 
hen said this week. “It’s a long, 
arduous task.”

Be a decider 
at ballot box 


on Tuesday 


O n election day, will the glass be 
half-empty or half-full? 

If Tuesday's vote follows the 
historical trend, about half of Agawam 
registered voters, 45 to 55 percent, will 
go to the polls to select a new mayor, 
City Council and School Committee. On 
one hand, getting 8,000 people to make 
an extra stop before or after work in the 
middle of the week is nothing to sneeze 
at. On the other hand, the fact remains 
that about half of Agawam’s adult resi- 
dents are sitting out the one day of the 
year, every other year, when they can do 
something to have a real, direct impact 
on their town government. 

The odds that your gripe on Face- 
book will change the mayor's vision are 
remote. The chances that your finely 
crafted analysis of educational policy 
will change a School Committee mem- 
ber's vote are slim. But on one Tuesday 
in November on odd-numbered years, 
you can take all that care and opinion 
and energy and turn it into one action 
— casting your ballot. You may not be 
able to change a city councilor’s mind on 
most days, but on Tuesday, Nov. 7, you 
can change the council. 

In your town election, to a greater de- 
gree than in the state and federal votes 
that get the most press, your individual 
vote really does matter. The candidates 
are your neighbors. The decisions they 
make, in the next two years, will affect 
what sort of land developments take 
place on your street, what sort of schools 
your children attend, what sort of quali- 
ty of life you enjoy. Not to mention how 
much you pay in property taxes. And the 
margins are slimmer. Your single vote 
could be the difference between 11th 
and 12th place — elected and disap- 
pointed — on a City Council ballot with 
22 candidates. 

Maybe it won't be quite that close. 
But there are at least good odds that 
the difference will be a couple dozen 
or less. That’s the adults on one cul-de- 
sac street. You and your spouse staying 
home, and just a few other like-minded 
households making the same decision, 
could throw the election to a candidate, 
and a vision of the town’s future, with 
which you disagree. Your vote has more 
power in a town election than it ever will 
in contests for governor, congressman or 
president. 

That may be even more true than 
ever this year, with a mayoral race fea- 
turing two newcomers to the post, for 
the first time in a generation. Agawam 
mayors tend to stick around — Chris- 
topher Johnson spent 10 years in office, 
and Richard Cohen is wrapping up his 
16th. Whoever is elected next week, 
James Cichetti or William Sapelli may be 
around for a while. 

Meanwhile, we started this political 
season with two dozen candidates for 
City Council, highlighting a wave of sup- 
port for new thinking on the town's legis- 
lative board. But it was incumbents who 
finished highest in the preliminary vote. 
Which side will prevail for good? 

Judged against the historical record, 
turnout of more than 50 percent would 
have to be considered a success for an 
Agawam local election. The last time 
around, when the only challenger to the 
mayor was a write-in, turnout was only 
21.7 percent. 

Judged against what's at stake, how- 
ever — the future of your town, the one 
best chance in the next two years to con- 
firm or to change the course Agawam 
is on — the usual turnout would look 
half-empty.

“It kind of puts cancer behind the 
scenes, as if it never even happened,’ 
said Lopez-Hamberg. “It’s kind of a new 
start, a fresh start, like, Ihave all this en- 
ergy, I can do alot of things now.”

the subject of large, ground-mounted so- 
lar energy arrays. Developers, councilors 
and residents disagree on whether this 
means solar farms would be allowed in all 
zones, or only in industrial zones, and the 
matter would have to be tested in court. 

The proposed ordinance, like those be- 
fore it, would not affect small-scale solar 
installations, such as rooftop solar pan- 
els, which are allowed in all zones. 

Ordinarily, when a proposed ordinance 
is rejected in a roll-call vote — as the lat- 
est solar zoning proposal was, early last 
month — the proponents have to wait two 
years to reintroduce the measure. Cohen 
and Theroux both said they believe the 
new plan has enough “substantial chang- 
es” to be considered a separate proposal. 
The council’s agenda for Nov. 8 carries a 
notation to “seek determination of wheth- 
er council can consider” the new proposal. 
Council President Jimmy Cichetti was not 
available for comment this week. 

In a letter to councilors, Cohen iden- 
tified two major changes. The zoning re- 
strictions will only apply to solar farms 
of two acres or lager — a doubling of the 
one-acre threshold in previous proposals. 
Additionally, the proposal restricts solar 
farms to industrial areas only. Past propos- 
als were written to allow solar farms in ag- 
ricultural zones on a special permit basis. 

That second change is not new to the 
conversation, however. In both previous 
debates over solar zoning, the City Coun- 
cil adopted amendments to allow solar 
farms in industrial areas only, before 
eventually voting to reject the proposal. 

Though both previous attempts failed 
to meet the two-thirds majority required

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to pass a zoning ordinance, the votes 
show that a majority of city councilors 
supported the previous proposals. Both 
times, seven out of the 11 councilors — 
just one shy of the eight votes needed — 
were in favor. 

Theroux said he continues to believe 
that solar farms are only appropriate in 
industrial zones, but in order to get that 
eighth necessary vote, he is willing to com- 
promise. He mentioned an idea that Coun- 
cilor Robert Rossi brought up during the 
last debate, an overlay district that could 
be drawn to allow solar farms in certain 
agricultural or business-zoned areas — 
away from residential neighborhoods — 
while not changing the underlying zoning. 

“I will vote for any compromise at all 
that allows us to protect the town of Aga- 
wam, which is not protected at this time.” 
Theroux said. 

If the council takes up the mayor's 
new proposal on Nov. 8, it would likely be 
referred to a Legislative Subcommittee 
meeting, which Theroux would chair. It 
would come back to the council for dis- 
cussion and a vote at a future meeting.
